“It rained on us so much.”’ Pool said, ‘we could have had the 
best swimming team in the conference.” 

He laughed. Hester laughed. It is estimated that those two

Hester was the president of the 
Seahawks, a new team in a new league. 
Pool was an assistant coach until Jack 


Meagher went down for the third time 
and Hester installed him as-the head 
man.

state is most heavily infected. 


“Actually the cause could be fertilizer or 
poison used on road rights-of-way. It could be 
hemorrhagic septicimia, particularly harmful 
among deer, but we cannot find out and stop it 
until we hear from everyone who has seen.dead 
deer. Our rangers now are patrolling all day, 
every day, looking for more deer to be ex- 
amined at the University. We ask everyone's 


cooperation and we will continue our efforts 
to set up a field investigation.’’ 
It may be out of order, but I saw 14 deer 


F on opening day and only one was a buck—a 


small spikie descended from 
island fallow deer. 

It's the opinion of this writer that there is 
definite overpopulation of deer in many parts 
of north Georgia,. and before anyone accuses 
me of advocating doe hunting let me say that 
I certainly don’t oppose it, if it would stop the 
spread of disease.

I thought of Noah and his sad little apology after T talked to 
Elsa Young, a pretty young woman who is Atlanta director 
for an organization called the International Child Evangelism 
Fellowship. 


I had never heard of the organization until I met Miss Youne, 
but it seems that for 20 years in the nation and about 10 years 
in Atlanta it has been active in sponsoring a program of juvenile 
Bible study.
